This substitute, which was adopted 
by the senate Tuesday night. was 
agreed to by the house at 10:50 o’clock 
last night, by a vote of 8! to 77. In the 
afternoon the house had refused to take 
this action, the vote being 79 to 77. 
When this action of the house was re- 
ported to the senate at the night ses- 
sion, the senate voted to insist on its 
amendment, and, following a spirited 
contest in the house at the night ses- 
sion, the senate substitute was adopted.

It also con- 
tains stringent regulations, the most 
important of which is that no near beer 
shall be sold except in towns of over 

2.500 inhabitants.

Beaufort, N. C., August 11.—The 
steamship Arapahoe, of the Clyde line, 
for Jacksonville and Savannah, from 
New York, broke her tail shaft this 
afternoon at 3:50 o' clock and reported 
by wireless at this station at 4:50 
o'clock that she was drifting help- 


lessly. ; 

The ship at the time that she flash- 
ed her C. Q. D., was 21 miles sduth- 
west of Diamond Shoals light ship. 

The wind is strong from the north- 
east and 1e drifting the ship in shore. 
She is heavily loaded and has quite a 
number of passengers on board. 

The revenue cutter at Wilmington, 
N. C., or Norfolk has been notified, as 
have tugboats along the coast, and 
many of them are now speeding on to 
find the disabled ship and render aid. 
It is expected that some of them will 
surely reach the vessel before morn- 
ing. 

Despite the strong northeast wind, 
the sea f moderate. 

It is believed that as soon as the 
Arapahoe comes on soundings the mas- 
ter will anchor. 

Seafarers here are reassuring in 
their view regarding the ship and feel 
that she is in no grave danger. They 
are confident that she will have a tow 
by daylight.

UN SOFT DRINKS 


‘Last Night in House 
Proves Busy One. 


After Much. Discussion and 
Many Changes Tax of One- 
Fourth of One Per Cent on 
Gross Receipts on Tinctures 
and Extracts Agreed To. 


The most important legislative de- 
velopment of the night. session was the 


action of the house of representatives 
in receding from its position of the 
afternoon in regard to the Alexander 
prohibition bill. In the afternoon .the 
house had refused to, by a vote of 79 
to 77, to accept the senate amendment. 
At night it receded from its previous 
position by a vote of 81 to 77. 

The house also accepted without de- 
bate the senate amendments increasing | 
the appropriations to all the higher ed- 
ucational institutions receiving aid 
from the state. 

The bill providing for the purchase 
of 87% acres of land in the city of 
Chattanooga, Tenn., 
$65,800, to provide terminal facilities 
for the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
was passed. The senate amendment 
providing that the governor shall ap- 
prove such purchase before made was 
retained in the bill. 


Soft Drink Tax Reduced. 


The tax on manufacturers of coca- 
cola and other tinctures, extracts used 


for the price of, 


in the manufacture of soft drinks, are 
subjected to a tax of one-fourth of one 
per cent on their gross receipts. 

The house originally imposed a flat 
tax of — cents a gallon, afterwards 
reducing it to 5 eents a gallon. The 
senate imposed a graduated tax, and 
the house on the last day first approved 
an amendment by Mr. Hill of Monroe, 
making the tax | per cent on gross in- 
come. Finally this was reduced to one- 
fourth of one per cent. ‘ 

The new section added by the senate, 
taxing makers of city directories $50, 
was accepted by the house. 

The tax on slot machines is increas- 
ed, but it is not to exceed $75 on the 
agents in any one county. 

The tax on detectives is changed 
from a tax of $50 on each member 
engaged in such work to $100 for each 
agency. 

Fatlure to Get Up Bills. 

Several unsuccessful attempts were 
made while the house was waiting for 
the conferees to agree to get up bills 
and place them on their passage, but. 
they invariably failed. , 

Mr. Boyd, of Spalding. asked uani- 
mous consent to have the Dill of Dr. 
Wright, of Stewart, to prohibit women 
riding astride, taken up dnd put on its 
passage. Mr. Lewis, of Hancock, vig- 
orously objected. 

A resolution by Mr. Garlington, of 
Richmond, extending the thanks of 
the house to Hon. John N. Holder, 
speaker of the house, for his fair and 
rimpartial treatment of the members as 
presiding officer, and thanking Clerk 
John T. Botfeuillet, and his assistants 


adopted. 

Mr. Reid, of Campbell, introduced a 
privileged resolution setting forth that 
he had written his last tax act. 

Before adjournment Mr. Speaker 
Holder asked the indulgence of the 
members and made a feeling talk, 
thanking the members for their cour- 
tesy and loyalty to him during the ses- 
sion. He said the members had done 
good work, passing a tax act that 
would raise more money and an ap- 
propriation. act that spent less money 
than that of two years ago.

House Agrees to All Amend- 
ments Made by Senate In- 
creasing the Appropriations 
to Higher Educational Insti- 
tutions of Georgia. 


The general appropriations bill, as 
finally passed yesterday by house and 
senate, carries a total of $4,968,860 
for the year 1910, and an addition 
of $250,000 to that for the common 
school fund for 19!!. Special appro- 
priations carry the amount to ponsid- 
erably over $5,000,000. 

The house at the afternoon session 
promptly agreed to every one of the 
senate amendments, and for the first 
time in many years a general appro- 
priations bill wah finally passed with- 


out a conference between the two 


houses. 
More Money fer Scheols. 

As a result of this agreement the 
appropriations for the state's higher 
educational institutions will be in- 
creased for next year and the year 
following to the amounts originally re- 
commended by the house appropria- 


tions committee. 

The appropriation for the Georgia 
Tech is increased from 360,000 to $70,- 
000. The School for the Deaf gets 
$50,000 instead of $42,600. This was 
an increase of $7,600 over the amounts 
originally recommended. The University 
of Georgia gets $37,500 instead of 
$32,500. The State Normal School 
gets an increase from $30,000 to 
$42,000. The State College of 
Agriculture gets $60,000, of which 
$10,000 is to be used for extension 
work, which will bring its benefits 
closer to the people in their own homes. 

There was no change in the ap- 
propriation for the common schools of 
the state. That appropriation remains 
at $2,250,000 for 1910 and. $2,500,000 for 


1911. 
Burwell Is Congratulated. 

Chairman Burwell of the senate ap- 
propriations committee has been warm- 
ly congratulated on all sides for the 
prompt and admirable manner in 
which he dnd his committee handled 
the general appropriations measure as 
well as the many special measures 
with which they bad to deal. It Was

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LIABILITY BILL 
PASSES SENAIL 


Measure Goes Through, 
Vote 35 to 0. 


The senate last night, by a vote of 

$85 to 0 passed the employers’ Hability 
bill by Mr. White of Screven, just as it 
came from the house, and it now goes 
to the governor for his approval. 
The bill gives employees engaged in 
bazardous occupations the right to re- 
cover for injury, and -relatives the 
right to recover for such employee's 
death, even in cases where they are 
guilty of contributory negligence, pro- 
vided they exercise ordinary care. 

Senator Mathews explained that the 
bill laid down some new prinoiples for 
the protection of a large class of per- 
sons, so as to provide for recovery in 
cases where employees injured or 
killed have relatives dependant upon 
them. He declared the bill was ex- 
tremely conservative in its terms, and 
had received almost the unanimous 
indorsement of the house after careful 
consideration. It was designed to afford 
protection to engineers, trainmen and 
others who risk their lives every day 
in their regular employment. It re- 
quired employees to exercise all ordi- 
nary care and diligence, and only af- 
forded them the protection which was 
justly due them when the company for 
whom they are working is wholly or in 
part to blame for injury or death. 

Senator Slater, in urging the passage 
of the bill, said he was local counsel 
for the Seaboard Air Line in his coun- 
ty, and that far from opposing this 
bill, division counsel of the road had 
urged him to support it as a good bill.

Stocks Supposed to Be Safe 
in Bank Secured and Sold at 
Profit -Believed Perich Is 
Agent of Gang---Profits of 
$52,000 on Heinze Stock. 
New York, August 11.— With a sec- 
ond charge lodged against him, Donald 
L. Persch, the young note broker who 
was arrested, charged with the lar- 
ceny of copper stocks belonging to F. 
Augustus Heinze, is still a prisoner 
tonight and while there was no addi- 
tional arrest today the district attor- 
ney’s office has ascertained that he 
was not alone in the transaction. 
The case will be placed before the 
grand jury tomorrow and the evidence 
at band, it is said, will reveal a sys- 
tematic scheme worked, not only in 
this city, but in Philadelphia and Bos- 
ton, whereby stocks, supposed to be 
safe in the vaults of banks, have in 
reality been relinquished to individ- 
uals who placed them on the market 
at a profit. Though Mr. Heinz, ac- 
cording to Wall street's analysis of the 
affair, was at first thought to be a par- 
ticular victim. it has come out 
through the district attorney's office 
that other men suffered likewise. 
Another Man Nipped. 
One other man at least was thus 
nipped, He is J. M. Everett, of Bos- 
ton, whose New York brokers. Cram, 
Milliken & Co., made the additional 


charge against young Persch today. 
According to that firm, Persch nego- 
tiated a loin of $7,000 on stock owned 
by Mr. Everett. The stock in ques- 
tion was 100,000 shares of the Eclipse 
Oil Company and the name of Henry 
Risborough, of Philadelphia, ap- 
peared as the man who furnished the 
money. Coincidentally one of Mr. Ris- 
borough’s references was Charles Katz, 
the Brooklyn brewer, who has been 
mentioned in the Heinze loan. 
The methods pursued in the Everett 
case, according to the charge made 
today, was similar to that by which 
the Heinze copper stocks were put on 
the curb, that is the stocks were hy- 
pothecated after having been put up as 
security. 2 
Carlos Warfield, vice president of 
one of the Heinze copper companies, is 
also said to have lost considerable 
money through the same stock shift- 
ing.

tien sufficient to give the clerk to 
the attorney general his increased sal- 
ary, now authorized by the liegisia- 
ture to be $1,800, beginning with Au- 
tust. 1909. 

The usual amounts appropriated to 
the judicial department were adopted 
without change. 

Under the head of appropriations to 
the legislative department quite a de- 
bate was stirred up over a committee 
amendment providing that in future 
the pages of the senate should be ap- 
pointed by the president of the senate 
instead of the messenger who has been 
making these appointmc for the 
last eight er ten years. 

Senators Harrell and Womble op- 
posed the resolution, declaring that 
the president did not want the ap- 
pointment of pages, and that it ought 
to be left with the messenger who 
controlled the pages. Senator Harrell 
declared it would put the matter in 
politics to put these appointments in 
the hands of the president. He meant 
no reflection, he said, on the present 
president or any member of the sen- 
ate. 


Wanted to Avoid Scandal. 

Senator Burwell appealed for sup- 
port for the committee amendment. 
The committee had carefully consid- 
ered the matter, and offered amendment 
advisediy, he said. 

“I don’t want to tell all I know,” 
Senator Burwell said, “but we want to 
avoid” a scandal in the senate. The 
commitee knew what it was doing, 
and this amendment should be passed.” 

The amendment was lost by a vote 
of 25 to 12. and the messenger will con- 
tinue to appoint the pages. 

An amendment was adopted, how- 
ver, providing that hereafter no page 
shall be appointed ror less than 
twenty-five days. 

The legislative appropriations 
adopted without other change. 
Regular Appropriations Passed. 
Subsequent sections or the bill to 
which no amendments were proposed 
were adopted as read. These included 
Sinking fund and interest on bonded 
debt, expenses of the department of 
agriculture, expenses of the district 
agricultural schools paid from inspec- 
tion fees from fertilizers and olls, and 
from the pure food and drugs act; ex- 
penses of the departments of entomol- 
ogy, geology, the prison commission, 
the raHroad commission, the pension 
department, the state library, state 
board of health, the state militia, pub- 
lic buildings and grounds, the Georgia 
experiment station, payment of re- 

wards, and public printing. 

All the foregoing customary appro- 
priations were adopted just as they 
came from the house. 

Following appeals by Senators Bur- 
well, Price and Langley, the senate 
promptiy voted to increase the appro- 
priation for the Georgia School for the 
Deaf and Dumb at Cave Spring, from 
$42,500 as passed by the house, to $50,- 
900. 

More for Higher Education. 
The senate passed every one of the

zamendments 


by the appropriations 
committee to the higher educational 
institutions of the state. There was 
no opposition to any of these except 
that to the state college of agriculturé. 
After Senator Burwell had made an 
appeal for the farmer, showing that 
the increase was intended to carry in- 
struction right to the farmers’ homes, 
Senator Jackson opposed the increase, 
declaring the agricultural college and 
schools of the state were “the most 
stupendous fraud ever perpetrated 
upon the farmers of Georgia.” 

Senator Perry made a strong appeal 
for the incréase, declaring that in 
President A. M. Soule, of the state col- 
lege of agriculture, the stafe has its 
biggest single asset today. 

The increase to the state college of 
agriculture was adopted. 

Common School Fund. 

The common school fund brought on 
a little scrap. Senator Calhoun pro- 
posed an amendment cutting this fund 
from $2,250,000, for 1910, to $2,200,000, 
and for 1911, from $2,500,000, to 
$2,250,000. 

Senator Calhoun said the state was 
confronted by a big deficit, and had to 
cut somewhere. Every county in the 
state could vote a local tax to supple- 
ment the school fund, he said, and they 
should get part of their school money 
that way. 

Senator Womble wanted to increage 
the school fund for 1910 to $2,500,000, 
the same as in 1911, while Senator Me- 
Williams appealed to the senate to let 
the appropriations stand just as they 
came from the house, but not,to make 
any decrease. ; 

any other senators discussed the 
question on one side and, another, and 
it was nearly 1 o’clock when the vot- 
ing began. 

Senator Womble withdrew his 
amendment to increase the school fund. 
and the Calhoun amendment to cut the 
1910 school fund to $2,200,000 was lost 
by a vote of 29 to 10 

The Calhoun amendment, cutting the 
1911 school fund to $2,250,000, was like- 
wise lost on a viva voce vote, leaving 
the school tax just as passed by the 
house—$2,250,000 for 1910, and $2,500,- 
000 for 1911. 

The general appropriations bill was 
then finally passed by a vote of 37 to 1.

Senate Agrees to Appro- 
priate $65,800. 


This Money Will Be Used For 
Purchase of Approximately 
871-2 Acres of Land Near 
the City of Chattanooga, 
Tenn., For Entry of W. & A. 


The senate passed, by a vote of 33 
to 3; at the afternoon session the 
house resolution by Mr. Alexander, of 
DeKalb, appropriating $65,800 for the 
purchase of approximately eighty- 
seven and a half acres of land near the 
city of Chattanooga, Tenn, to be used 
as terminal property for the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, belonging to the 
state. 

Senator Burwell explained that the 
resolution embodied purely a business 
proposition. The state ewns about five 
or six acres right in the heart of 
Chattanooga which can be leased for 
as much or more than the price paid 
by the lessee of the state road. The 
land in the city should be leased, he 
said. and the tract to be bought would 
furnish the state ample terminal facili- 
ties for all time to come. Options had 
been secured on this land, be said, 
which would soon expire, and this was 
the best chance the state would ever 


have to secure terminal properties in 


that city. He declared that the ground 
rents from the state’s property in the 
city, for one year alone, would more 
than twice pay for this land, and that 
it is a magnificent investment for the 
state. 

Senator Longley said he didn't know 
anything about the property and for 
that reason he offered an amendment 
providing that this purchase should 
first be approved by the governor, the 
attorney general and the treasurer. 

Senator Patterson opposed the pur- 
chase on the ground that just as good 
lands could be prosured at any time 
and probably for } is money. He had 
seen this land an; did not consider it 
as valuable as hs been reported. 

The Longley ‘Amendment requiring 
the approval of the governor, treasurer 
and attorney general was adopted. 


NUMBER OF BILLS 
PASSED BY SENATE 


Morning Session Saw Ac- 
tion on Many House 
Bills. 


The senate passed a large number 
of general bills, from the house, at 
yesterday morning’s sesion. The ma- 
jority of these were special appropria- 
tion bills of varying interest and im- 
portance. Practically all of them went 


through without any objection. 

Ths senate passed without opposition 
the bill by Mr. Upshaw of Douglas, al-

CHANGES IN TAX LAWS 
MADE BY THE LEGISLATURE 


With the increase in the tax on the 
dealers in near beer, both wholesale 
and retail, and the fixing of a per- 
centage tax on the gross receipts of 
the manufacturers of soft drink syrups 
in this state, the general assembly of 
Georgia this morning at 1 o'clock 
completed that measure which is to 
raise the revenues for Georgia for the 
next two years. 

The principal features of this meas- 
ure, which from this date on is a law, 
subject to amendments, and which is 
not to be reenacted every two years, 
but amended, are these: Wholesale | 
dealers and manufacturers of near 
beer are to be taxed $1,000 each per 
annum, as against $500 last year, while | 
the retailers are to pay $300 per an- | 
num, instead of $200. The tax on soft 
drink syrups is changed to one-fourth 
of one per cent on the gross receipts of 
the manufacturers, instead of a flat 
tax for this privilege; dogs are taxed 
$1 per annum each; that on insurance 
companies doing business in this state 
which have one-fourth of their total 
assets invested in Georgia shall pay 
half of the premium tax, which is now 
1 per cent, and those having three- 
fourths of their assets invested in 
Georgia pay one-fourth of one per 
cent. 

The tax on slot machines was fixed 
so that no agent would be compelled to 
pay more than $75 in any one county; 
detectives were taxed $10 each; city 
directory publishers $50 each. 

The principal changes 
of them, ‘in addition to that 
stated in regard to the law 
becoming a permanency, is the tax on 
dogs, that on the manager or lessee of 
a place where games are played, not 
prohibited by law; the agencies for 
reapers and binders. 

There has been made no change in 
the matter of taxing state and foreign 
corporations doing business in this 
state, as indicated by the measure as 
first reported to the house. The house

The Great Northern, penetrating many of the populous districts of the 
Bayou State, has offered to haul free of charge all material to be used 
in construction of highways. Its action came as the result of authority 
from the railway commission of Louisiana for the carriers either to trans- 
port road material gratis or at a substantial reduction. 

The Great Northern is the first in the field, and it is expected that 
other lines will speedily follow suit. 

This suggests a method for the railroads in Georgia te follow up their 

good advice by work of the most tangible variety. : 

President Finley, of the Southern Railway, has done some valiant 
service for good highways in the excellence of the arguments so often ad- 
vanced by him in speech and letter.

The Price substitute as adopted by 
the senate and passed by a vote of 
25 to 13, with amendments, is as fol- 
lows: . 

Section 7. Be it further enacted 
by the authority aforesaid, That every 
person, firm or corporation manufac- 
turing within the limits of this state 
any beverage or drink or liquor in 
imitation ef or intended as a substi- 
tute for beer, ale, wine, whisky or 
other alcoholic spirituous or malt 
liquors shall obtain a license so to do 
from the ordinary of the county 
wherein such business is carried on, 
and shall pay for said license the sum 
of one thousand dollars ($1,000) for 
each calendar year or part thereof for 
each place of business. 

Second. And that every person, firm 
or corporation who shall maintain a 
supply depot, warehouse, distributing 
office or other place of business with- 
in this state where such beverages,

Conditions Were Higher. 

Washington, August 11.—Crop condi- 
tions in the United States on August 1, 
1909, were in the aggregate, slightly 
higher than on August 1, 1908, and 
moderately higher than a ten-year av- 
erage condition of all crops on August 
1. In addition to the higher condition, 
the acreage of cultivated crops is 
about 1.6 per cent greater than last 
year. So says a general review of 
crop conditions. 

Winter wheat, spring wheat, corn, 
oats, rye, flax and grapes were better 
than last year and the ten-year average 
barely and potatoes were better than 
the condition on August 1, last year, 
but slightly below the average condi- 
tion. 

Tobacco and sweet potatoes were 
better than the average and lower 
than last year. Important crops which 
were below both last year and an av- 
erage condition are cotton, rice, hay, 
buckwheat and appies. Conditions vary, 
however, in different sections of the 
United States. 

Summarized, the relative condition of 
crops in the aggregate in the differ- 
ent sections of the United States on 
August 1, was: 

North Atlang¢ic states, including New 
York and Pennsylvania, 79.7, or 7.5 per 
cent below the ten-year average on 
August 1; North Central states, easi 
of the Mississippi river, comprising 
Ohio, Indiana, IIIinois, Michigan and 
Wisconsin, 88.5, or 6.6 per cent better 
than the average; South Atlantic, 80.1, 
or 3.8 below the average; South Cen- 
tral, 73.2, or 10 per cent below, and 
the far western states 91.4, or 4.8 above 
the average.

supplies and talk of a rather better 
inquiry from manufacturers for new 
crop Bhipment. Certain southern sec- 
tions, Chicago wires, local people, and 
foreign houses. seemed to be buying 
here, and there were rumors that a 
new bull pool had been formed. The 
bear leaders did not seem disposed to 
fight an advance, but, after the market 
had sold 4 to 9 points net higher— 
October and January touching 12.15. or 
36 to 4! points above the low level of 
Monday—there was a renewal of sell- 
ing by local professionals, and the ad- 
vance was lost in the late trading. 
Private reports from Texas claim that 
the recent rains have done little per- 
manent good, while there are rumors 
of further sales from the local stock, 
and some of the Livepool advices claim 
better trade conditions abroad, in sup- 
port of which the bulls point to the 
bullish showing of the British board 
of trade statement for July.

General List Against 


Realizing Sales.

New York, August 11.—-The most 
conspicuous movement in the stock 
market today was in the Louisville 
and Nashville group, embracing that 
stock, the controlling Atlantic Coast 
Line and the controlled Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis. The advance in 
this group proved effective in sustain- 
ing the general list ageinst the force 
of realizing sales. where earlier 
strength in particular stocks failed to 
do 0. Union Pacific's sudden ad- 
vance to a new high record of 207. late 
in the day, transformed the market 
from weakness to strength. The pro- 
fessional element was quite generally 
on the side of lower prices and the 
disposition to sell stocks on good news 
was believed to emanate from quarters 
regarded as influential in the control 
of current price movements. The pass- 
ing of influences, relied on to keep 
alive speculation, and to hold prices 
together with the hardening tendency 
of the money market supplied the mo- 
tives for this speculative attitude. The 
movement in the southern group was 
accounted for by reports of an intend- 
ed bonus to stockholders to take the 
penditures made on the property out 
of income and the treasury surplus. 
There was no authoritative informa- 
tion to be had regarding this plan, but 
the buoyant rise in the stock lent cre- 
dence to it. The accompanying rise in 
Atlantic Coast Line was a natural se- 
quence, in vie wof the ownership by 
that company of a majority of the 
stock of Louisville and Nashville. The 
jump in the recelpts for Hocking Val- 
ley stock was the result also, of a 
„deal“ rumor which pointed to the Gb 
sorption of that property by the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio, in furtherance of the 
supposed project for the junction of 
the so-called Hawley railroads. 

The rise in Northern Pacific was in 
response to the strong showing of June 
earnings, the net revenue from opera- 
tion for the month doubling that for 
the corresponding month last year. An- 
other strong point in the list was fur- 
nished by the copper industrials. which 
was common also to copper mining 
stocks in the outside market and else- 
where in the world. An excited mar- 
ket for copper warrants in London was 
the consequence of yesterday's Ameri- 
can Comper statistics and the tone of the 
market for the metal in New York was 
reported decidedly firmer also. Ad- 
vices from the steel trade of additional 
orders for steel ratis and for cars 
from the railroads did not prevent a 
decline in United States steel. The 
heaviness of this stock and of Read- 
ing and Union Pacific, while it lasted. 
had more influence on the prevailing 
speculative sentiment than the strength 
of other stocks, owing the large ex- 
tent to which operations have centered 
in these stocks all through the pres- 
ent stock market campaign. Call money 
continued to rule above 2 per cent 
and interfor money centers gave notice 
of their probable requirement to draw 
on New York deposits in the near fu- 
ture. The government's report on July 
agricultural exports reflected the smal] 
grain exports while the enormous cus. 
toms receipts during that period made 
it certain that sustained heavy im- 
ports will give another unfavorable 
balagge on the merchandise movement.

The lower rate for interest in 
London prompts borrowing there for 
employment in New York and’ the ap- 
pearance of bankers and finance bills 
in the exchange market to effect a 
withdrawal from the London money 
market keeps exchange rates down. 
London is able to command remittances 
to San Francisco, however, against 
shipments of gold to Japan. which are 
in payment of English subscriptions 
to Japan's internal loan.
